Ottawa, June 24. —Can- _ ! 
ada to-day mourns th« 
death of Rt. Hon. William 
Stevens Fielding, one of her 
most distinguished sous, 
whose battle for a return to 
health, started almost five 
years ago, ended at 10.25 
last night. 

Telegrams pouring In to-day bear 
witness to the widespread regret over 
the loss of the Dominion’s great Fin¬ 
ance Minister of former years. 

The death of the statesman cast a 
gloom over the city in which he had 
lived through so many years Qf his 
political activity. All flags In Ottawa 
are flying at half-mast. 

Following a conference of rela¬ 
tives and Intimate friends to-day. 

It was decided tile body would he 
hurled In Ottawa. The funeral will 
he held on Wednesday at 3 p.m. 

No decision has been reached as to 
whether It will be a state funeral. 
Announcement ns to that probably 
will be made later In the day. 

At flr3t It was suggested the Inter¬ 
ment be made in his native province 
of Nova Scotia, but the family decided 
the llast resting place should be be¬ 
side that of his wife and daughter 
(Mrs. J. A. Cameron) here. 

SUFFERED STROKE 
Last Friday Mr. Fielding suffered a 
stroke and it was seen the end could 
not be long delayed. His eyesight had 
failed and he was bereft of speech and 
the family which gathered around him 
In hU Charlotte Street home felt It 
would be only a matter of hours until 
the life of the aged statesman would 
cease. Llttlwhope was held out by Dr. 
O. 8. McCarthy, the family physician, 
and when the end came It did so 
following a gradual and visible en- 
feeblement. 

Mr. Fielding had long passed the 
alloted span of life and was In his 
eighty-first year, more than forty years 
of this life having been 3pend In the 
service of Nova Scotia and Canada, 
lie left public life as he had 
entered It—poor In pocket, but 
rich In Ideals and rich In a record 
of honorable, upright and self- 
sacrificing service to his country. 

During the almost five years of his 
fight against Illness, he never lost his 
cheerfulness and when from all parts 
of Canada friends, often of opposing 
political views, called at his home on 
Charlotte Street to grasp his hand and 
to wish him well, they found the same 
cheerful man they had known In for¬ 
mer years. Hl3 entertaining conversa¬ 
tion and happy reminiscences con¬ 
tinued almost to the time his vole# 
finally failed. 

The stroke last Friday was the last 
of a number of such attacks. 

When death came Mr. Fielding was 
surrounded by his three daughters, 
Florence M. and ZUlah R., who had re¬ 
sided with him, and Mrs. G W. F. 
Hodglns. of Ottawa, and his son, Lieut. 
Henry C. Fielding, a veteran of the 
Great War.

The Interchange 
meant the C.P.R. would throw open 
Its doors to Us private sidings and 
other facilities.

The fugitives are Frank O'Donnell,

The escape was made when the men 
threw themselves on Palmer In the cor¬ 
ridor of the Jail as the turnkey was 
locking up other prisoners.

TOOK KEYS AND MONEY 

Taking his keys and money, the des¬ 
peradoes proceeded calmly to the cloa* 
room, where they changed Into their 
own clothes before making their exit 
to the street.

Fielding's career were redolent with the 
smell of printer’s ink. Entering the 
employ of The Halifax Morning Chro¬ 
nicle, a paper which up to that time 
had provided Nova Sootla with two 
Premiers in its founder. Joseph Howe, 
and a subsequent editor. William An- 
nand. Mr. Fielding passed the forma¬ 
tive years of his life in an atmosphere 
of politics, rarefied by a high tradition 
of fine achievement. The stately Pro¬ 
vince Building in which the brilliant 
former editor. Joseph Hotfe, had won 
his fight for responsible government 
was just across the way from the 
dingy building housing The Chronicle. 
It is to be surmised that the youthful 
Fielding frequently looked up from his 
case to contemplate the historic pile 
and possibly to dream of the time when 
he should follow in the footsteps of 
his predecessors. But the fact is that 
by studied industry he rapidly won 
promotion and at an early age even 
in those days of personal Journalism 
was playing a leading part in shaping 
the policies of the Goverment of the 
province. 

FIRST ELECTION SUCCESS 
From that time onward his star con¬ 
tinued to Increase in magnitude. In 
1882 he contested his first election, 
standing for one of the Halifax seats 
in the provincial eleotlon of that year. 
For a time following the election issue 
was in doubt, but it was finally deter¬ 
mined that the budding Premier had 
won by a very small margin. A few 
months later he became a member of 
the Cabinet without portfolio and, 
constantly gaining in Influence, was 
shortly thereafter the undisputed 
leader of the Government hefcded by 
Hon. W. T. Pipes. Mr. Pipes was a 
brilliant young lawyer, but he had no 
particular flair for politics and front 
an early date endeavored to Induce Mr. 
Fielding to take over the reins of 
office. But the young editor was Just 
as obdurate in insisting that he lacked 
experience on the floor of the House 
and that Mr. Pipes should carry on. 
In 1884. however, Premier Pipes took

1921. down to 
his last Illness he was one of the domi¬ 
nant figures on the Government side 
of the House and the Prime Minister 
never lost an opportunity of paying 
tribute to the Invaluable help he re¬ 
ceived from his first lieutenant during 
the early years of his premiership. 

He resigned as Minister of Finance 
September 5. 1925, owing to Ill-health. 
SOLVED PROBLEMS 

During his long term In office be¬ 
tween 1896 and 1911. Mr. Fielding was 
called upon to unravel many knotty 
problems in connection with Canadian 
trade. Following the inception of the 
British preferential tariff, Mr. Fielding 
presented to Parliament measures Im¬ 
posing a surtax on the products of 
Germany in retaliation for German ac¬ 
tion adverse to Canada, and later a 
measure dealing with the "dumping" 
system He was one of the Canadian 
representative at the Colonial Con¬ 
ference In London in 1902 and was one 
of His Majesty’s plenipotentiaries at the 
Franco-Canadian commercial treaty ne¬ 
gotiations at Paris in 1907. Mr. Field-i 
Ing negotiated commercial arrange¬ 
ments with Germany. Italy. Belgium j 
and Jspan during 1909 and 1911.

There is ample reason for supposing that Great 
Britain and the other Dominions will welcome the 
proposals which the Canadian Government has made. 
The balance of trade with the Empire is a whole is 
largely in our favor, and the sister countries naturally 
would prefer a more even exchange. Considerable 
adjustments would have to be made as far as such 
Dominions as Australia and New Zealand are con¬ 
cerned, and certain economic prejudices would have 
to b? worn down ; but if the Empire note rings true, 
all difficulties should quickly vanish. In the case of 
Great Britain, of course, our products are not taxed; 
they enter free and some of them enjoy certain pref¬ 
erences.

This proposal to develoB-Tlmpire trade obviously 
is the most effective answer this Dominion could give 
to the increase in import duties it is expected the 
United States will impose. It woulH be economically 
foolish for Canada to launch a tariff war with her 
southern neighbor. She would be certain to get the 
worst of it. Nor is it necessary that we should look 
to Washington for a pattern for our fiscal policy. 
Our field for new markets is the Empire. It does 
frot mean that we should spurn the commodities from 
other countries. That is not the way to build up 
trade: but it does mean that by trading on a larger 
scale with British countries, we could erect a still 
greater business structure which should materially 
strengthen the ties of kinship that already bind the 
Commonwealth.

ada’s progress from 1896 to 1911 commanded the 
attention of the world, yet Mr. Fielding was able 
to provide for the growing financial needs of the 
country, as far as Federal requirements were con¬ 
cerned. with an expenditure which, for the greater 
part of his term, was less than one hundred millions 
a year, and which at its maximum was less than one- 
third of the ordinary annual expenditure to-day. 

Mr. Fielding negotiated the reciprocity agreement 
between Canada and the United States which was re¬ 
jected by the Canadian electors in 1911. His object 
in this was to prevent a tariff war. and it was not long 
before events proved the soundness of his course and 
that Canada had turned down a good bargain. The 
Maritime Provinces, in particular, never have recov¬ 
ered from the rejection of the pact which woyld have 
giveg them free entry into the populous New England 
states with their natural products. 

On the defeat of the Laurier Government in 
1911, Mr. Fielding engaged in journalism, which was 
his original calling, and in which he had been very 
successful before entering public life. During the 
war he supported conscription, differing, for the first 
time, with his old chieftain. Sir Wilfrid Laurier. He 
re-entered public life with the return of the Liberals 
•to office in 1921, resuming his old portfolio of 
finance, a post he held until failing health forced his 
withdrawal from public life in'1925. He thus had 
served as head of the Dominion’s finance depart¬ 
ment altogether for-twenty years. Many Liberals 
regarded him as the logical successor to Laurier as 
the leader of the party when Sir Wilfrid died in 1919. 
Perhaps if he had been a younger man the mantle 
would have fallen upon him, provided also the anti- 
conscriptionist elements in the party could have for¬ 
given his attitude to conscription during the war. 

Mr. Fielding possessed tremendous energy. His 
capacity for work was astonishing. His knowledge of 
administrative detail was so large that there was 
scarcely a phase of the public business with which, 
he was not intimately familiar, whether it had to do 
with his own department or not. He was the readiest 
debater in Parliament, able at all times without any 
preparation to meet arguments affecting Canada’s af¬ 
fairs. whether they concerned trade and commerce, 
finance and industry, land administration, conditions 
in the Yukon or the fisheries of the Atlantic. Above 
all, his public career never was marred by the faintest 
whisper of scandal, and among the loftiest tributes to 
his great services as a statesman and his worth as a 
man will be those which will flow from his political 
opponents, especially from Sir George Foster and Sir 
R. L. Borden, who knew him best and who. like 
himself, came from the provinces on the Atlantic 
which have contributed so many illustrious leaders to 
the public life of Canada.

T his world is organized in a

These are carbon, oxygen, 
hydrogen, nitrogen, sodium, calcium, 
potassium, magnesium, chlorine, phos- [ 
phorus. sulphur. Iron, lodin. arsenic, 
fluorine, silica, manganese, aluminum, 
lithium, copper, lead. zinc, vanadium, 
molybdenum, cerium, chromium, lant- 
ham and didym. Of the latter ele¬ 
ments the body contains only a trace. 
Nevertheless, modern chemical research 
is beginning to assign to these traces, 
functions of the greatest Importance. 

Water Is composed of hydrogen and 
oxygen. The amount of water in* the 
human body varies with the Increase 
In years. Six months before its birth 
the Infant is composed 94 per cent 
water. At birth the water content has 
changed to 69 per cent. 

When the man is twenty years old 
the water in his body constitutes 62 
per cent, and when he is seventy years 
old the amount Jpas diminished to 58 
per cent. The body of the old man is 
drier and wrinkled. The water content 
of man closely approximates water, 
contents as they occur In nature. 

An egg has 65 per cent water. mes\t! 
has 75 per cent, fish has 80 per cent, 
and milk has 87 per cent. 

Some of the tissues of man contain 
more water than do others. For in¬ 
stance. the brain is 79 per cent water, 
the kidneys 83 per cent, liver 70 per¬ 
cent and muscle tissue 75 per cent. 

These facts are of the greatest im¬ 
portance since they indicate how 
necessary water Is to the body for the 
carrying on of its functions. Hence, 
whenever a person is paralyzed and un¬ 
able to get water the physician sees 
to it that water Is put in his body by 
Injection or by some other route. 

The average man ought to drink 
from six to eight glasses of water per 
day. preferably the larger number.. The 
best way to distribute this amount of 
water Is a glass In the momLng, be¬ 
fore going to bed. a glass at each meal 
and a glass a few hours following 
meals.

Road Bridge 

Residents of Cobble Hill, with 
C. 11. O’Halloran as counsel, voiced 
vigorous objections before the 
Hoard of Railway Commissioners 
at Its sitting here to-day to the re¬ 
moval of the E. & N. station agent 
ut Cobble Hill and the placing of 
an agent on the north end of 
Shawnigan Lake Instead. 

The change would place Cobble Hill 
In the class of a flag station with the 
nearest agent at Shawnigan. Judg¬ 
ment was reserved by the board until 
further figures on the amount of busl- 
uess at Cobble Hill 8tation was pre¬ 
sented by J. E. McMullen, C.P.R. 
counsel. 

CLAIMED AS LOGICAL CENTRE 
Mr. O'H&lloran claimed Cobble Hill 
was the centre of population and the 
logical place to have an agent for the 
district. He asked for the order to be 
stayed until the C.P.R. had presented 
more figures on gross earnlng*of Cobble 
Hill. Mr. McMullen submitted figures 
showing the gross earnings from March, 
1928. to February. 1929, to be $13.- 
750.21. This was for traffic In and out 
of Cobble Hill from point of shipment 
regardless of Its subsequent transport¬ 
ation ovei»tnaln lines. Mr. O'Halloran 
asked figures for 1926 and 1927 be also 
presented. 

Mr. O'Halloran told the board tha^ 
I within easy distance of Cobble Hill was 
a big district. Including Mill Bay and 
Cowlchan Station, and In this area 
there were a large number of wealthy 
I residents who needed to be within easy 
| distance of telegraph and transporta¬ 
tion. 

Mr. McMullen: "You don’t suggest 
the station will be removed?" 

Mr. O'Halloran: "No, but the tele¬ 
graph will be." 

Mr. O'Halloran said Cobble Hill was

Two schools had 
been erected and there was also a 
hotel there. 

The case stood over for the figures 
requested by Mr. O’Halloran.

The thyroid gland *1 b an organ with 
two lobes In the throat over the wind¬ 
pipe. Inside the thyroid gland are 
little spaces with a yellow material 
known as colloid in them. The Iodine 
Is kept in this material. As the blood 
passes through the thyroid gland It 
takes up some iodine but the amount 
needed Is so small that the total 
amount in the blood approximates six 
millionths of the total amount of 
blood. 

The Iodine In the body represents 
about four hundred thousandths of 
one per cent of the body weight. All 
of the Iodine in the body equals there¬ 
fore about one-tenth of a grain and 
this Is to be found for the most part 
In the thyroid gland. 

The Interesting discovery was made 
within the last quarter century that 
the frequency of goiter In many loca- 
itles was due to the fact that children 
did not receive iodine regularly In their 
food. True, they were eating the food 
substances supposed to contain Iodine 
but thp iodine Itself had to come- from 
the soli into the food substances eaten 
by the children or into the food sub¬ 
stances eaten by the chickens that 
provided the eggs or by the cows that 
provided the milk. 

Studies are now being made of the 
soil of the various states In our coun¬ 
try and remarkable variations are 
found in mineral content. Thus m 
areas near the seashore there are con¬ 
siderable quantities of iodine and this 
substance is profuse In seaweed. But 
as one gets farther from the shore 
there Is less Iodine, although areas on 
mountain slopes not too far In may 
again have more Iodine than those be¬ 
tween the shore and the mountain. 

In the Great Lakes area and In the 
far northwest which are fed by glacier 
waters the Iodine is small In amount 
and In these regions in our country 
goitre Is most prevalent. 

Iodine is then one of the most im¬ 
portant substances In the body even 
though the amount needed Is less than 
one part per billion. Exact studies of 
the soils of various places should be 
made with a view to supplying the 
deficiencies perhaps at their source.
